In Bulgaria, from which have come 
some of the most interesting stories 
of the war. there are many odd cus­ 
toms whose origin dates hack .to an­ 
cient days. 
Many of these customs 
have to do with fighting—for Bulgar­ 
ia has been at war very often with 
Its neighbors in the past—but some 
mf the most interesting have their 
origin in the paths of peace. 
Th the casual visitor In Sofia, or. 
Indeed, in any of the Bulgarian towns, 
•ne of the most striking sights of the 
streets are the women 
with 
their 
great masses of hair, At first view 
it seems that no other women in the 
world are endowed with so much 
hair as are thes^ sometimes very 
pretty women of Bulgaria. 
But when 
one looks closer at the head-dresses 
—for most of the women go about 
bareheaded—the amazing discovery is 
made that the perfect network of 
hair sometimes covering a woman’s 
entire back in elaborate plaits is not 
her own, but is goat’s hair, in which 
are entwined silver and gold coins. 
Inquiry reveals the strange reason 
for these odd appendages of goat’s 
hair and money, as not so much for 
decorative purposes as for diplomat­ 
ic display. 
Vou see, every woman 
wears attached to the false hair as 
many coins as she can secure. 
Some 
of these are undoubtedly handed down 
from 
mother 
to 
daughter 
through 
many generations. 
This fact is evi­ 
dent lf one is privileged to examine 
the curious coins that make up the 
head-dress—some are of ancient dy­ 
nasties. while the others are exam­ 
ples of the coinage of all the world. 
The fashion is certainly a conven­ 
ient one. for suitors and prospective 
mothers-in-law can thus tell without 
embarrassing 
inquiries 
the 
market 
value of an unmarried woman. 
If a 
man likes the face of a girl all he 
has to do is to catch a glimpse of 
her back to know whether or not it 
would be “wise” to seek her hand In 
marriage. 
It is odd. however, that so much 
Importance should he attached to these 
dowries by the Bulgarians, for the 
coins are rarely if ever spent. 
When 
a girl marries she takes her dowry 
from her hair and hides it away. 
From time to time she adds to the 
dowry the coins she is able to hoard. 
in the expectation of dividing her 
dowry into adequate dowries for each 
of her daughters.—Temple Manning j 
in Cleveland Plain Dealer.

A cabio that 
put out roached her, and ana of tho 
seamen made a grasp at her bulwarks 
In order to jump on board; but his 
hand met nothing solid, and as be 
tumbled back into the boat tho schoon­ 
er and her sailing lights disappeared 
in the darkness. 
Next morning a 
schooner out of the port of London 
was wrecked within the same vicinity, 
and all on board her perished. 
The 
phantom lights are seen generally be­ 
fore a gale; the Cornish seamen call 
them “Jack H arry’s lights,’’ and the 
ship seen resembles the one that is 
subsequently wrecked. 
The death ship is a superstition pe­ 
culiar to Cornwall. 
With black hull 
and stumpy bowsprit, she comes in, 
with all her canvas set, against the 
wind and tide, and as she turns to 
reach to seaward again the doomed | 
person dies. 
Most famous of the tra-8 
ditional stories grouping round 
the 
death ship is that of a wrecker, who 
lived at Tregaseal, beguiling vessels 
with false lights and doing to death 
those who escaped the waves. 
When 
he lay dying a black ship full rigged 
with all sail set was noticed coming ic 
upon the land against the wind and 
tid e ; and as the man died she bore out 
to sea again in a half gale. 
Porthcurno cove, near the 
Logan 
stone, has also a ship of doom. 
Some­ 
times there is seen when the mist* 
are rising off the marshes a black 
square rigged craft, which stands over 
to Bodelan and Chygwfden aud sud­ 
denly vanishes. 
Upon whosoever sees 
her ill luck and death are sure to fall. 
Near St. Ives, too, Is a ehupchyard 
haunted by an apparition, sight of 
which entails disaster to seamen. 
In 
the sixties of the last century a ves­ 
sel was wrecked on the coast here. 
The men who went off to the rescue 
found on board a lady with a child 
In her arms. 
She refused to part with 
her charge, and in drawing her by a 
rope from the wreck to the boat the 
iiiild was lost in the raging seas. The 
lady died through shock and exposure 
and was buried in the local church­ 
yard. 
Today her wraith is said to 
haunt the shore, whether the day or 
the night is tempestuous or dark or 
clear or fine. 
And on whoever sees 
ber, be he a seafaring man, disaster 
falls. 
The coasts of Cornwall are second 
to none in the wildness, the variety 
and originality of their sea supersti­ 
tions. 
For now’here else in Europe 
has the sea taken such a toll of dead, 
and still takes. 
Only Cape Ushant, 
and, perhaps, the Goodwin sands off 
the coast of Kent, may rank behind 
Cornwall in the sea’s colossal ledger 
of death and disaster.—National Ma­ 
rine.

More than 50 
ruined towns and villages have been 
adopted by English cities and towns. 
Verdun, that became immortal as 
one of the bloodiest battlefields of the 
entire war, has been adopted by the 
city and county of London. 
So great 
was the havoc wrought there by the 
enemy guns, so great the loss of life, 
and so numerous and thickly popu­ 
lated the cemeteries of the soldier 
dead, that many of the outlying vil­ 
lages may never he reclaimed. 
But 
Verdun proper, the city that “They 
Shall Not Pass,” is to be restored in Its 
entirety.

COAL STRUCTURE 
BEING STUDIED 


Bureau of Mines Conducting Mi­ 
croscopic Investigation at 


Pittsburgh Station. 


OLD TESTS ARE UNRELIABLE 


Reinhardt Thiessen, Research Chem­ 
ist, Says Scientists of the Past 
Only Had a Vague Idea of 
the Composition of Coal.

W ashington.—Conceptions of the or­ 
igin, composition and general nature 
;«f coal held by scientists in the past 
are so different and contradictory that 
lit is a difficult m atter to determine the 
jreal extent of knowledge available or 
(to rely on the literature, says Rein- 
jhardt Thiessen, research chemist of 
the bureau of mines. Scientists in gen­ 
eral had only a vague idea of the com- 
‘position of coal, the origin of its con­ 
stituents, the transform ation they have 
undergone, and the conditions they 
now are in. 
The chemist did not have enough 
'fundamental knowledge to attack its 
chemistry in the right directions. The 
fuel engineer, in turn, did not have a 
broad enough chemical basis for stud­ 
ies In combustion, distillation, cooking 
and other processes relating to the use 
of coal, hence the efficient utilization 
of coal in the industries lias suffered 
from the lack of a proper knowledge 
of the nature of coal itsedf. 
The bureau of mines, in order to 
clear up some of the confusion that 
exists and to get a more exact knowl­ 
edge of the nature of coal in general, 
as well as to obtain certain fundamen­ 
tal facts, has been conducting at its 
Pittsburgh station a microscopic study 
o f tlae structure of coal. 
One of the 
great hindrances to its study, from the 
tim e of the earliest investigators to 
the present, has been the difficulty In 
preparing thin sections for microscopic 
observation. Many attem pts had been 
ma<b' to overcome this difficulty, and 
ajso to d \ tee othiT 
of study. 
| 
For a number of years the asb meth-j 
od was pursued, bits of coal b 
t et-; 
thor totally or partly burned 
the 
ash examined under the microscope. , 
Later, maceration was tried with som e: 
success, hut on the whole it failed to 
reveal the trite nature of coal. 
More 
recently the method was tried of sof­ 
tening the coal with reagents and then 
cutting it into thin sections with a mi­ 
crotome. 
But 
t i n s changes tile coal 
too much to show its true appearance, 
besides the method is inexpedient. 
Used Rock Method Study. 
For the bureau s work un adaptation 
of the method used successfully for j 
years by petrologists in studying rocks 
and paleobotanists in studying plants 
was employed.

Exam inations were then made through 
the microscope at magnifications rang­ 
ing up to 2,UU0 diameters. 
The bureau says that even with the j 
naked eye a heil ut any bituminous 
coal is readily seen to be banded, aud 
a chunk of co:,I is seen to he highly 
lam inated

varying greatly in thickness and in 
color, texture and fracture. 
There are generally recognized and 
described D»<» kinds of coal with re-, 
»pect to its texture; compact coal ami 
m ineral charcoal or mot Uer-of-coal. lit j 
th e compact coal, in general, two kinds 
o f bands are recognized, apparently I 
alternating and in sharp contrast. 'I lie j 
one is of a bright jet-black, pitchy up 
j 
pea ranee and breaks with a conchoidal 
smooth, shiny fracture. 
The other is, 
grayish black, of a dull appearance, 
and breaks irregularly. The former is 
generally called “bright coal" or “glanz 
coal" and die latter “dull coal 
or 
•‘matt coal.” 
The bright coal consists 
of lenticular masses greatly varying in 
thickness and breadth and entirely sur­ 
rounded by or imbedded in the “dull 
coal.” 
F ro m the study at high magnitica- 
tions it Juts been definitely shown that 
the “bright coal” represents constitu- j 
ent'- that at one time were pieces of 
wood, tis of trunks, stems, branches 
and roots. 
They tire called “anthrax­ 
ylon." 
The “dull coal” is extensively 
subtend;lated into thinner sheets of 
“ bright coal” and “dull coal.” 
T iles, 
thin s h e e ts of “bright co il” also con. 
gist of definite components and are im. 
bedded in a dull granular appearing 
m atter. The “dull coal” may therefore

Highly comminuted material, 
term ed attritus, in which rimy are im­ 
bedded. 


Derived From Plants. 
It is conclusively shown that tile 
thin strips ot bright coal are also de­ 
rived from woody parts of plants, and 
a r e anthraxylon, but represent thin­ 
n e r and smaller fragm ents than the 
thicker Strips. 
There is no real dis­ 
tend ion between the larger and the 
smaller or thinner anthraxylon constit­ 
uents, there being a complete range in 
Interm ediate sizes, hut the smaller are 
the more numerous. 
Some coals are 
largely made up of the thinner an­ 
thraxylon strips. 
The attritus is composed of a num­ 
ber of groups or classes of constitu­ 
ents, most of which can be definitely 
identified and their origin determined. 


These are the degradation products of 
cellulose (the essential constituent of 
cell walls), hum ic matter, spore exines, 
resins, remains of cuticles, highly car­ 
bonized material rodlets and some min­ 
eral matter. 
All are readily distin­ 
guishable in the photomicrographs. 
Examination of a number of coals 
has shown that most of the coal is de­ 
rived from the woody parts of plants, 
such as trunks, stems, branches and 
roots, including all the tissues that 
make up such parts. 
Some of this 
wood is represented by the larger an­ 
thraxylon, some by the smaller an­ 
thraxylon and some by the attritus. 
The proportion represented in each of 
these varies in different coals and even 
at different levels in the same %oal 
bed. 
There is evidence that some of 
the cellulose m atter is derived from 
the more delicate tissues, such as her­ 
baceous plants, young or growing parts 
of plants, leaf tissues, etc. 
The humic or decayed vegetable mat­ 
ter forms a considerable proportion of 
the attritus of all coals. 
It is derived 
from the cellulosic parts of plants, but 
Includes, besides macerated, semi-de­ 
cayed wood, some m acerated gum, 
bark, pith, cortex and other more deli­ 
cate parts. There is no sharp dividing 
line between the anthraxylon aud the 
huraic constituents. 
Resins are found in all coals, but in 
greatly varying proportions, both In 
the anthraxylon and the a ttritu s When 
found in the anthraxylon, the resin is 
found in those tissues where it would 
be expected if the constituent were 
still a sound piece of wood. 
In the 
attritus the resins are easily distin­ 
guished from the other constituents. 
Comparing Different Coals. 
The exines or outer walls of spores 
are present In the attritus only and 
form an im portant part of all coals, 
but in greatly varying proportions. The 
spore exines are the most readily dis­ 
cernible constituents In all coals, and 
have definite characteristics. Different 
genera and perhaps different species 
of exines differ in sculpturing, size, 
form and thickness of wall, and by 
means of these characters can readily 
be distinguished from one another. 
The spore characters have been so well 
preserved in almost all coals that the 
spores of one kind of plants can be 
clearly distinguished from those of an­ 
other kind. 
In some coal seams the 
larger bulk of the spore erlneo are of 
the same kind, in other seams |w o or 
three kinds may form the main bulk. 
In comparing coals from different beds 
the predominating exines of one seam 
are easily seen to be different in some 
way from those of any other bed. Thus 
the coals of different beds, containing 
different spores, may readily be dis­ 
tinguished from one another. 
Occasionally in a given coal seam a 
spore exine is found that differs from 
those of any other seam, but does not 
predominate. This spore exine may be 
a distinguishing characteristic of the 
coal seam In question, although not the 
predominate one. 
This fact promises 
to be of value in the stratigraphic cor­ 
relation of coal seams. The Pittsburgh 
seam, for example, contains a small 
spore exine that is both predominant 
and characteristic and may thus be 
easily distinguished from any other. 
All ordinary bituminous coals con­ 
tain certain constituents that are more 
highly carbonized than the rest of the 
coal and stand out in sharp contrast 
to It on account of their opaqueness. 
In general there are two types of car­ 
bonaceous m atter—one type show's def­ 
inite plant structure and consists of 
the more highly carbonized parts of 
plant cells or bits of woody tissues or 
other plant tissues; tile other show’s 
no plant structure and is of indefinite 
origin. 
Other constituents that are invari­ 
ably present in all coals are the so­ 
called rodlets or needles. 
Many are 
scattered helter-skelter through the at­ 
tritus. 
Sometimes they are present In 
such large numbers that they form a 
considerable part of certain thin lami­ 
nae. Many of the anthraxylon compo­ 
nents, and, conspicuously, many of the 
mineral charcoal constituents, inclose 
a sm aller or larger number of rodlets 
that are evidently part of their struc­ 
ture. Most of the tissues remaining in 
the coal with which rodlets are associ­ 
ated are recognized to be those of 
plants related to the Medullosae, well­ 
known paleozoic plants allied to the 
cycads. 
From this it appears that 
some of the rodlets, if not all, are the 
semi-pet rifted contents of the mucilage 
canals of Medullosa-Uke plants. In the 
original plants these canals were elon­ 
gated intercellular spaces containing 
gumming substances.
